entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making  or  said  improvement, 
assessment  or  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor  shall 
be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and  supple- 
ments thereof. 

All  of  said  lots  and  lands  and  streets  and  alleys  affected  by  the  aforedescribed 
alley  opening  being  situated  in  the  Southeast  Quarter  of  Section  Twenty-six  , 
Township  Thirty-one  (31)  North,  Range  Twelve  (12)  East,  and  lying  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Allen  County,  Indiana.
